THE RURAL NEW YORKER gays of it: Little if anything has 
been said about the Neetar Grape (Caywood) as an early var- 
iety. It ripens at the Rural grounds with Moore’s Early, or very 
nearly so. Every year we value the ‘‘Black Deleware,’’ as <it 
was called by Mr. Caywood before introduction,more and more. 
The berries are larger than those of the Deleware, black, with a 
heavy blue bloom, they cling to the stem well, are firm, and the 
thin skin is so firm that they are not so much injured by the » 


bees as are other kinds. In quality it is the best grape in the 
Rural’s collection, ripening before September 5th, and there is 
no foxnes about it. The vine is hardy, a strong grower, and as 
free from mildew as the berries are from rot. 


THE RuRAL NEW YORKER of Dec. 8, 1897, in its resume of 
hardy grapes which have been tried at the Rural grounds during 
the past twenty years has this to say of the Nectar. Nectar or- 
iginated with A. J. Caywood, of Marlboro, N. Y., in 1885. He 
at first called it Black Deleware, a very appropriate name. Vines 
were planted in the Rural grounds during May of 1888. We 
commend a trial of this early black grape to all our readers. It 
is a little larger than Delaware, and of the finest, purest quality. 
The vine is healthy, hardy and productive. It is a cross between 
Concord and Deleware. Each by mail, postpad; 2 year, 300; I 
year, 20c. 


Green’s Early is being planted commercially as well as for 
family use, and proves a decided acquisition, a strong, hardy 
grower; very productive, nearly as large as Niagara, of good 
quality and early as Moore’s Early.

Mr. Crawford, of Horticultural fame, Cuyahoga Falls, O., says: 

—The Blowers Blackberry had been in bearing about a 
month and all others on the place were gone. I found several 
rows in a town lot, supported on a very high trellis. It appear- 
ed as if the crop had just began to ripen, for there was one of 
the largest crops in sight that I ever saw, and 1 have been 
familiar with blackberries all my life. From near the ground to 
a height of ten feet, the trellis was full of berries, many of them 
ripe many red and many green ones not yet commencing to turn 
red. The man in charge told me that the crop would not be all 
gone till October, and I had no reason to doubt his word. Some 
weeks later the owner wrote me that he was still picking berries. 
Although carrying such a tremendous crop the bushes seemed 
to be perfectly healthy. In two other gardens and on a large 
plantation in a field the same green, healthy apperance was ob- 
served. It was the same with a plantation growing from root 
cuttings. One bush was tied to the trellis over twelve feet high, 
and still growing, and was pertectly healthy. 


From all I have been able to learn the variety has never 
been winter killed. One man who has 2 short rows in his garden 
for his own use informed me that he had fruited it for seven 
consecutive years and he never knew of its failing. 


We have Fruited the Blowers Blackberry the past five years 
and two seasons were about as cold as we ever experienced, we 
have had no loss from winter killing, the crop each year exceed- 
ing our expectations. The fruit is superior to nearly all other 
varieties, large, glossy black berries that make the finest ap- 
pearance in the basket. On account of its large size, produc- 
tiveness and hardiness I feel sure every one who plants the Blow- 
ers will be delighted with it. The bushes we offer are strong 
root cutting plants.
